SLAVERY IN EARLY DAYS 


The Abolition Thereof—Slaves In Bedford 


Conut; 
In 1773 - 74 — Ht»imm!tt«a 


SUwei—dlluonrl Compromise Act. 


The Federal constitution of 1789 


recognized the existence of slavery in 
the several states, and congress enacted 
the requisite laws for the capture and 
recovery oE run-away slaves. A few 
of the nothern states abolished slavery 
before the adoption of the constitution. 
On March 1, 1730, Pennsylvania, before 
her own independence was secured, 
abolished the entire system of slavery 
within her limits, and also provided 
that all slaves brought into the state 
by persons intending to reside therein 
shall be deemed free and that persons 
kidnapping or selling negroes or mu- 
lattoes should be fined and imprisoned. 
However, in the course of a few years 
all the northern states abolished slav- 
ery within their respective limits. 
Under the early acts of congress fugi- 
tive slaves were liable to be captured 
and taken before > judge of one of the 
courts and upon satisfactory proof that 
the slave belonged to the claimant he 
was delivered to him and he- was taken 
out of the state. The court records of 
Bedford county contain many such 
cases. The effect of these laws was to 
create a class of slave catchers who, 
for the sake of the reward generally 
offered for .the apprehension of the 
fugitives, pursued the poor, unfortu- 
nate slaves with the ferocity of blood 
hounds and with the ardor and zest of 
the catchers of horse thieves. 
All 


this was cruel and shameful enough, 
but there was no compulsion on any 
citizen to aid in the capture. 


After the purchase of Louisiana from 


France in 1303 many citizens of the 
southern states settled in that part of 
the purchase of which St. Louis was 
the principal city. In 1S30 they ap- 
plied to congress for admission into 
the union under the name of Missouri, 
with a constitution which not only 
established slavery but prohibited its 
abolition. The free states were gen- 
erally opposed to making another 
slave state and in consequence thereof 
a bitter fight sprung up which lasted 
for two years. But in the end the 
slave states won in the adoption of the 
Missouri Compromise act by the terms 
of which slavery was prohibited in all 
of the Louisiana territory north of 
latitude 30 degrees 31 min., known 
as the Mason and Dixon line, being 
only a very small part of said territory 
while the larger part was given over 
to slavery. The annexation of Texas 
in 1S45 as a slave state with the right 
to sub divide it into four slave states 
when the population was sufficient; 
and ihe acquisition of California re 
opened the whole slavery question. 
For a long time the absorbing ques. 
tion of discussion both in private and 
public was whether the slave states or 
the free states should have the pre- 
ponderance in the affairs of govern- 
ment. When Henry Clay in 1S50 intro- 
duced his compromise bill now known 
as the Fugitive Slave law, there is no 
doubt but what be thought its adop- 
tion by congress would preserve the 
union, and Daniel Webster in giving 
the measure his powerful 
support, 


very likely was of the same opinion. 
But its adoption killed them both 
politically. This act virtually repealed 
the compromise act of.1820 and provid- 
ed a most stringent method for the 
capture and rendition of fugitive slaves, 
for it far exceeded all former acts of 
congress in its severity. 
For they 


.aade the capture of fugitive slaves by 
citizens voluntary on their part. But 
this act of 1350 made slave hunting an 
imperative duty and sought to transfer 
every freeman into a slave catcher, 
which, of course, aroused the indigna- 
tion and wrath of the northern peo- 
ple. I remember discussing this law 
with a Democratic lawyer of an ad- 
joining county, some time after its 
enactment, when I declared that while 
I recognized the existence of slavery 
in the slave states under the Federal 
constitution, I was opposed to its 
further extension and that in no event 
would I ever raise an arm to enforce 
this law or aid in the capture of a 
tlave. With great bitterness he de- 
clared that I was neither a good citizen 
nor a sound Democrat. I replied, "I 
am a free man." 


The agitation of the slavery question 


after the passage of the act of 1350 re 
suited in the partial disintegration of 
both the Whig and Democratic parties. 
The Whig party of the northern states 
was almost bodily swallowed up by 
the Free Soil party which was opposed 
to the further extension of slavery, 
while the Democratic party was shorn 
of its great strength in all the north 
c-rn states by reason of the Free Soil 
element within its ranks who also 
j lined the Free Soil party, and in re- 
turn therefore, it received an accession 
of a large portion of the southern 
Whig party. 


In 1856 the Free Soil party and the 


Abolition party, who were in favor of 
the total abolition of slavery, met in 
convention in Philadelphia and organ- 
ized the new Republican party. The 
convention was composed of able, in- 
tellectual, strong, courageous and de- 
termined men. John C. Fremont was 
nominated for president and William 
L. Dayton for 
vice president, but 


they were defeated for want oi suffi- 
cient cohesiveness between the ele- 
ments composing the new party. How- 
ever, in 1SGO, with a thorough coales- 
cence of the elements in the new 
party, Abraham Lincoln and Hannibal 
Hamlin were triumphantly elected as 
president and vice president respect- 
ively. 


Of course the number of slave catch- 


ers was greatly increased under the 
operation of the Fugitive Slave law. 
Bat the friends of the noor fugitives 
also increased and they were equal to 
the emergency, ilany of them were 
Friends and for their kind and humane 
treatment of the slaves they deserve 
the praise of men and the blessing of 
God, These kind people 
instituted 


what was known as the ''underground 
railroad." It extended _from the bir- 
ders of the alavelstates to Canada over 
which the fugitive slaves were passed 
irom one house to another in closed

ragons driven only during the night, 


this manner thousands of slaves 


were enabled to reach Canada where, 
under the laws of Great Britain, as 
soon as their feet touched British soil 
they became free men and women. 


Now, since this important and dis- 


turbing question has been finally set- 
tled, it may be well for all citizens, 
however much we may have hereto- 
fore differed in opinion in relation to 
it to look back and consider the sub- 
ject in a dispassionate, and unbiased 
manner. 
Certainly slavery 
in 
the 


United States was a sin and proved to 
be a national curse. God never in- 
tended that these poor Africans should 
be held in perpetual servitude. He 
certainly had a purpose in landing 
them upon our shores, but that pur- 
pose was not for their injury but for 
their welfare. No one at this day 
will assert the contrary. The civil 
war in itself resulting in the total 
abolition of slavery and the mainte- 
nance of the union clearly and unde- 
niably showed divine intervention in 
their behalf. 


As George Washington was raised 


up by God to build oui- republic, so 
surely was Abraham Lincoln raised 
up by Him to preserve it. It must be 
apparent to every unprejudiced and 
reflecting mind that both tlie old 
parties failed in their duty to human- 
ity and their country in not opposing 
resolutely at the outset the further 
extension of slavery. 
And the sou'h- 


ern people made a like mistake. But 
the free states redeemed their mistake 
by standing almost in a solid phalanx 
against the disunion of the states. It 
is an old but true axiom that no ques- 
tion is finally settled until it is rightly 
settled. Therefore, every lover of his 
country without regard to birth place 
or part}' affiliation in the past should 
thank God with his whole heart for 
His wise solution of the vexed slavey- 
question.

nuhiber, whom he brought to Cumber- 
land Valley, Bedford county, and pur- 
chased some 300 acres of land for them. 
He also provided for their support for 
a limited period. He was a very kind 
and benevolent man and his slaves 
were very fond of him. ' Unfortunately 
the land was not fertile and the poor 
freedmen were 
unable to support 


themselves on the property and many 
of them came into Bedford in order to 
get work. 
Among these slaves were 


David, George, Jacob and Abraham 
Tillman 


/ A. Carter, of Fauquier county, Va., 
by his will about 1340, set free all his 
slaves, some 85 in number, who, after 
nine years of litigation on the part of 
his heirs at law, were brought into 
Hopewell township by his executor in 
November, 1849, who rented a number 
of vacant houses for them which be- 
longed to King & Co 's abandoned iron 
works. Here they 
remained until 


April 1, ISj't, when probably on the 
solicitation of the Cumberland Valley 
colony, the}- removed to that locality 
where tliej" purchased a large tract of 
land, which, like the Dean land, was 
not fertile, and the}- were unable to 
support themselves and they gradually 
moved into Bedford. 
All these old 


freedmen were industrious—the men 
fair farmers and the women good 
cooks—so they all got plenty of em- 
ployment in Bedford. I am sorry to 
say that many of their descemleuls are 
scarcely worthy of their good, honest, 
industrious and religious parents. 


For their own protection the white 


people in Bedford should do something 
to uplift these people and help to sup- 
port their churches. 
Among theae 


freedmen were John Love and Jesse 
Slaughter, Mr, Carter's body servants, 
Xathan Warren, George Paynes, John 
Ferguson, John Alexander, and James 
Ilollinger, Andrew Dean, Chauncey 
Love, Daniel Toler, Thomas Bruce. 


Mr. Carter was an old bachelor, was 


very fond of his slaves, and during his 
lifetime he offered to set them free and 
take them to Ohio and purchase good 
farms for them. But they were so at- 
tached to their master that they pre- 
ferred to remain with him 
He urged 


them to go to Ohio for be feared after 
his death they would not fare so well. 
By his will lie set all his slaves free 
and devised his farm and all his prop- 
erty to them and desired that his 
executor should take them out of the 
state of Virginia into Pennsylvania 
and there a suitable tract of land 
should be purchased for them and they 
were also to be supported for one year. 
But owing to the litigation by liis 
beirs the slaves did not get their free- 
dom until nine years after Mr. Carter's 
death and his estate was nearly eaten 
up in the litigation and these poor 
slaves got very little. 


THE FREE EOH>" COLOHED PEOPLE. 


In my young days the following 


named colored people resided in and 
near Bedford. They were generally 
industrious, frugal, honest, religious

William Gordon, Jackson Green, Perry 
Bro'n, George Gates, Amos Harris, 
William Johnson.

The Acorn. 


The male fioivers of the oak are gath- 


ered in distant clusters round a long, 
stvayinj: stalk. They approach much 
nearer to the conventional idea of a 
flower 'ncllvidnally. Instead of being 
a mere aggregation of anthers or pollen 
cells on simple scales those of the oak 
are possessed of distinct starlike, hairy 
calyxes, each marked off into six or 
seven lobes and containing ten slender 
stamens, with two celled anthers. 
Then the female flowers, which are 
usually two or three, near each other, 
but not connected, consist each of an 
ovary, with three short eurv;d styles, 
and invested by -i calyx that adheres 
closely to it and becomes the husk, or 
shell, of the acorn. The whnie, except 
the styles, is held in a cup formed of 
many small overlapping sca'cs, which 
afterward lose their individuality and 
shrink into mere roughness en the out- 
side of the cup that holds "he acorn, 
for only one of the six ovules contain- 
ed to the ovary develops into an acorn 
<seed or corn of the ac, or oak).

IDEAL HOMES MAY BE MAINTAINED 


ON MODEST INCOMES. 


I^nxury Even Jlny Be Tndnlgea In by 


Those 1Vi«!i Little .Money—Th_e Cost 
of Living In Palermo as Compared 
AVitli Itlniilinttnii Island. 


"Italians are often criticised," said 


an Italian business man who has lived 
here several years, "because they do 
not come Intending to stay permanent- 
ly In this country, but only until they 
have made a little pile, with which they 
can go home and live iu comfort; but, 
on the other hand, Italians often won- 
der why Americans tliemselves do not 
do this very tiling. 
More of them 


would if they realized how much more 
they could get for their money over 
there than here. 
In Genoa, for in- 


stance, on tbe Via Giulia, which is the 
Fifth avenue of Genoa, there are mod- 
ern apartment houses, with every con- 
venience. These apartment houses are 
much handsomer than those of Xew 
York, they are all built around court- 
yards, which are paved with marble 
and have handsome carriage entrances, 
big vases filled with blossoming plants 
and marble staircases leading up out 
of the courts. You can get a live or 
six room apartment in one of these 
houses, with • bath and electric lights, 
for from 1,00') to 1,500 lire a year— 
that is, S200 or $300. 


"Genoa is thoroughly cosmopolitan. 


The restaurants arid cuisine of all na- 
tions are to be found there, and every 
language Is to be heard. In the thea- 
ters, from the Teatro Pnganini, where 
evening dress is required, down, the 
best Italian plays and operas are to be 
heard. It It possible to hear Duse or 
Caruso for 20 cents. There arc delight- 
ful cafes chamunts aud outdoor restau- 
rants. L'p on the hill in the quarter 
called Carignano there are big old pal- 
aces set iu great gardens of trees and 
flowers, with the whole panorama of 
the bay spread before the windows, 
where three or four rooms can be got 
for $0 a month. On the Corso Solferi- 
no, a hii;h street full of gardens, $S a 
month nill get five rooms and bath on 
the first floor. 


"The climate is much more agree- 


able than that of Xew York, and Xice, 
Slonaco and Florence are within easy 
reach. There arc all sorts of interest- 
ing tourist stunts to bo done, both in 
and out of the city; flue drives and ex- 
cursions to quaint little ancient vil- 
lages, old castles and suburban resorts. 
At the hotels frequented by tourists 
prices run up, of course, but nt n quiet 


i family hotel, such as might be used by 


well to do middle class Italians, a 
couple could get a large furnishes 
room with board for 80 cents a day for' 
the two. 


"Genoa Is tbe America of Italy, and 


there is no other point in the peninsula 
where the prices are so high. Let us 
take Sicily, for instance, the other ex- 
treme. Palermo is one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world and sur- 
rounded by some of the most beautiful 
scenery, and the tjimate is simply per- 
fect. 
The heat of summer Is always 


tempered by sea breezes. It is green all 
winter, and the earth is a delirium of 
fruit and flowers nine months in the 
year. It slacks up in November, De- 
cember and January and begins again 
in February. The Concha drOro-shell 
of gold-the far famed plain around 
Palermo, is an orchard of orange and 
lemon trees, and they throw away 
roses by the bushel basket full to re 
lleve the bushes. The daily carriage 
promenade at Palermo shows as much 
style as Fifth avenue. Two families 
may possibly use one carriage between 
them, changing the doors to display 
their respective coat of arms, but at 
any rate it's all gay and brilliant on 
the surface.

—that's $140. You can't get live rooms 
In a tenement house on Manhattan for 
that amount. For ?U ,1 month they can 
hire a good cook. For ?S a month they 
can hire two other women servants, a 
laundress and a maid. 
For $20 a 


month they can keep a horse, carriage 
and coachman, or for $1 they can hire 
a rig for a whole day whenever they 
like. As for food, it is all fresh and 
good. No cold storage is employed. No 
eating chickens killed two or three 
years ago. 


"You 
can buy twenty-five fresh or- 


anges or lemons for a cent iu Palermo. 
A nice spring chicken costs 20 cents. 
Excellent Marsala wine can be bought 
for GO cents a gallon, aud the com- 
mon wine for 32 cents. 
Everything 


Is raised in the vicinity and is fresh 
and unadulterated. Tho couple could 
live In handsome style for 57j a month. 
Where in America could as much be 
got for the money? 
The man could 


buy a nice little new sailing yacht for 
$100, 
which would cost him, with the 


pay of one sailor, only $15 or $S a month 
to keep up. lie could buy a little steam 
yacht for $1,000, which would cost him 
with an engineer and sailor, only $BO 
a month. For $2,000 he could buy a 
yacht over there In which he could 
iravel the whole Mediterranean safely. 
If lie preferred a country residence he 
could buy a pretty little eight room 
stone cottage with an acre of ground 
in some lonely spot for $1,000.
